2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The instant claims are directed to a catalyst preparation process comprising a 
step of reaction of a transition metal compound of MX p .(p + q)(OAri) q (OAr2)r and an 
organomagnesium compound of MgX 2 - m Rm, wherein the total number of aryloxy group 
of OAn and/or OAr 2 in the transition metal compound is at least two and m is larger than 
zero. Since the prior art, De Rege Thesauro (US 6,677,266) cited in the rejections of 
the previous Office Action mailed January 25, 2008, uses magnesium chloride in the 
catalyst preparation process and does not teach or reasonably suggest the alkyl 
magnesium compound of the instant claims, the instant claims are deemed nonobvious 
and novel over the cited prior art.
